The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

During a telephone conference on November 12, 2008, the Examiner and 
Applicant's Attorney Eric Curtin discussed a proposed amendment directed to subject 
matter that is not disclosed in the cited references, and which is currently incorporated 
in the independent claims 1 , 20 and 23. 

The prior arts of record taken alone or in combination fail to teach, anticipate, 
suggest or render obvious a semiconductor device and method recited in the 
independent Claims 1 , 20 and 23, as currently amended, comprising among other 
limitations, "an integral characterization including a variable voltage controller that is 
responsive to the test interface inputs by providing a variable voltage to the functional 
device, and a variable clock signal controller that is responsive to the test interface 
inputs by providing a variable clock signal to the functional device". 

Consequently, Claims 1-24, 26, 27, 29 (renumbered Claims 1-27) are allowed 
over the prior arts of record.
